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Occupancy permits debated

GRANITE CITY — Occupancy 
permits in Granite City are being 
debated. 

Members of the Granite City 
Board of Realtors, concerned 
citizens and members of the plann- 
ing and zoning committee who work- 
ed on a proposed occupancy or- 
dinance,- Aldermen Lloyd Bailey, 
Woody Moad and Brett Hanke,.met 


at City Hall last week to discuss the 


issue. 

THE ORDINANCE would amend 
the present housing code to require 
that a permit be issued before a 
dwelling can be occupied and utility 
service started.-The permit would 
have to be signed by Building In- 
spector John Jakich and City Inspec- 
tor Erv DeRousse. 

Some realtors and citizens believe 
the current housing code is ade 


quate. That code was prepared by 
the American Publi Health 
Association in a booklet copyrighted 
in 1952. 

“The existing ordinance on the 
books is acceptable,” said Realtor 
John Blasingame, president of the

Bruce spends 48rd birthday in county jail

EDWARDSVILLE — Accused double- 
murderer Jack Bruce spent his 43rd birth- 
day in the county jail Friday. 

His hope of being released on a technicali- 
ty was ended Thursday by Madison County 
Associate Judge Charles Romani Jr. 

SPEAKING by telephone through the 
thick glass partition in the jail’s visiting 
room, Bruce said Thursday that he thought 
he should be released because the law calls 
for a speedy trial; within 120 days of arrest. 
He spent his 120th day in jail on Sept. 5. 

In response to a petition for habeas corpus 
from the defense that would have meant 
Bruce’s freedom, Romani ruled Thursday 
that the ‘120-day rule” did not apply 


because trial delays were attributed to 
Bruce’s lawyer, James Gomric of Belleville. 
‘The law states a client is bound by the acts of 
his lawyer. - 

A TRIAL DATE of Sept. 22 was set by 
Romani. 

While in the jail waiting Thursday to talk 
to Bruce, his mother, Dorothy .Bruce of 
Granite City, said Jack had been hopeful of 
being released. She said her son is innocent. 

_ She planned to present him with the three 
birthday cards she held, but their delivery 
was denied by a console operator, Renee 
Stevenson, who said the rules require that 
cards be mailed. 

WHEN ALLOWED to see her son through 
the glass, Dorothy spoke to him by phone. 


They are allowed to talk for 25 minutes; total 
time for each prisoner's weekly visit. : 

Bruce was arrested May 8 for the murder 
of Granite City realtor Carl Hoffman and his 
wife, Susan Hoffman. The two were shot and 
repeatedly stabbed..April 30 in their 
residence at 1547 Rodger Ave. * 

MRS. HOFFMAN'S child, Jennifer, was 
found in the home unharmed, but police 
allege Bruce turned on the kitchen stove's 
gas burners and placed a lit candle’ near 
them. 

Prior to his arrest, Bruce was shot in the 
abdomen on May 3 while at his home at 728 
Old Alton Road. Police allege Bruce sbot 
himself.

GRANITE CITY — Teaching 
English is a common profession. 
However, for Bill Winter Jr. his 
teaching experience was more than 
common. 

Winter, 24, son of Bill and Lois 


_ Winter of Granite City, returned 


Sept. 8 after spending a year 
teaching English at the Changchun 
Foreign Language School, located in 
Jilin Province in the icy northeast 
area of mainland China. 

HIS ADVENTURE began last 
summer when he went to China to 
teach for University Language Ser- 
vices, based in Tulsa, Okla. He also 
jearned a foreign language himself, 
Mandarin. 

His students, both high school and 
college aged, worked diligently to 
jearn English, ne said. 

“Students there work very hard,” 
Winter said. ‘‘They’re highly 
competifive.”” 

IN CHINA, Winter said, high 
school students must pass an exam, 
given in their senior year, to be ad- 
mitted to college. 

“You make it into college or you 
don’t,” he said, with the outcome 
profoundly affecting the remainder 
of their life. 

Winter said’ Chinese students 
spend inore time in class, but have 
less homework. They are taught to 
memorize, he added. : 

“THEY LEARN the (text)book 
and give it back on the exam,” he 
said. 

While being a teacher, Winter also 


learned from the Chinese people 
about their lifestyles. 

Winter said the average income 
for a Chinese family is between $20 
and $30 per month, or twice that’if 
both the husband and wife work, 
with the highest percentage being 
spent for food. 

‘THOUGH CHINA was cut off from 
the western world for many years, 
some of the popular western tradi- 
tions have made their way into that 
country.

Many of the Chinese people enjoy 
stamp collecting and sports such as 
soccer, basketball, table tennis and, 
in the northeast, hockey and ice 
skating, Winter said. Modern 
clothing styles, like blue jeans, are 
also catching on. And disco music 
and dancing are popular with the 
younger people, he added. 

‘The Chinese are also experiencing 
some economic reforms, he said. 

‘THE MAIN three: items people 
(in China) want to buy area TV, 
washing machine and refrigerator,” 
he said. 

Movies are also big in China, 
Winter said, with some people see- 
ing films several times a week: He 
did some lines in English for one of 
the films. 

Chinese food was also different, he 
said. Rice is served at every meal, 
and meat and vegetables are also 


popular. :

Though being in a Communist 
country, Winter said he had no fears 
about his stay. 

“The relations between the United 
States and China are very good,"’ he 
said. ‘The treatment of foreign 
teachers is unbelievable. The 
Chinese go out of their way to make 
it comfortable.” 


MANY OF the Chinese people 
have never seen a foreigner, Winter 
said. This causes people to stop and 
form a crowd on occasion. 

Winter recalled being in a depart- 
ment store, trying on a pair of pants 
over his clothes, when a group of 
about 80 Chinese people gathered to 
watch, he said. The stores in China 
do not have dressing rooms, he 
added. 

Now that his stay is over, Winter 
said, his thinking has become ‘‘more 
Chinese” (although politically he is 
a conservative). He realized this 
when he returned to America. 

“JT WAS A bigger culture shock 
coming back than going over,” he 
said. 

Now back in Granite City, Winter 
is looking for work. With a master’s 
degree in business administration 
from the St. Louis University School 
of Business, after graduating in 1983 
from . Illinois College, he said he is 
seeking a job in finance or interna- 
tional business.

Alderman for tax 


To the editor: 

In response to the Sept. 4 editorial 
characterizing my sewer repair ef- 
forts as ‘‘sleight of hand’ and 
“hocus-pocus,” let us examine the 
facts. 

This city is faced with a 
deteriorating sanitary sewer 
system, one for which we paid 
proximately $75,000 to the engineer- 
ing firm of Horner and Shifrin Inc. to 
develop a conceptual plan for 
rehabilitation. In quoting from the 
study presented to the Council 
in June of this year iS recom- 
mended that the City immediately 
start in the implemtation of alter- 
nate plan 3." To complete the fi 
four stages of work in this plan it will 
require an estimated $6,900,000 or 
$1.4 million annually over the next 
five years. It is further recommend- 
ed that funding may come from one 
or more of the following sources: 1) 




















General obligation bonds; 4) Sewer 
revenue bonds; or 5) Governmental 
grants 
The report warns that as federal 
grant funding is reduced, grants will 
be difficult to obtain. From atten- 
ding menicipal government 
seminars I havé learned that the 
Reagan administration is encourag- 
ing states and cities to fund for their 
own needs, including the rehabilita- 
tion and repair of deteriorated in- 
frastructures. Last year we ex- 
pected to receive $300,000 from the 
state; we received none. This year 
we have been told we're going to 
receive $500,000 in ‘Build Illinois’” 
money, yet we haven't received a 
penny and-we are unable to operate 
onthe basis of promises. How are 
other cities handling this problem? 
Despite dramatic increased 
development, Colliisville is-already 
suggesting a 38 percent property tax 
increase to offset loss of federal fun- 
ding and to provide for future needs. 
In fiscal year 1987 we have pro- 
jected revenue at $10,211,057 
(including revenue from the utility 
tax of $303,000), and projected ex- 
penses at $10,860,557. For this fiscal 
year the city will dip into the reserve 
account by some $649,500, and 
without the $303,000 tax revenue by 
some $952,000. We currently have 
approximately $2.1 million in our 
.Feserve fund. How many years will 
it take to deplete this fund? Two, and 
thén what? Do we raise property 
taxes or create some sort of new 
tax? Do we cut services? De we 
reduce our emergency services? 
The homeowners in areas plagued 
with sewer problems suffer 
resulting property value decreases, 
yet have their taxes been reduced? 
No! What will the elimination of the 
utility tax actually mean to this ci- 
ty? Increased real estate taxes! 
Since the city and its residents, 
which you are not one of, are burden- 
ed with the responsibility of financ- 
ing these repairs. I believe we must 
find a fair and equitable way of rais- 
ing the necessary revenue. I

available. To replace the loss of 
$303,000 yearly utility tax revenue, a 
home valued at $45,000 would face an 





additional $25.50 in real estate taxes. 
Only the property owner pays this 
tax. To pay the same amount of tax, 
a utility user would require a $42 
monthly bill on a yearly basis. Most 
bills are considerably less. Why the 
difference? The utility tax is spread 
across a broader base of taxpayers, 
including renters, schools, churches, 
businesses, and the newspaper, 
many of which escape real estate 
taxes yet still benefit from 
necessary services. 

In the, upcoming few months the 
City Council and the city administra- 
tion will. be faced with the com- 
plicated problem of how to finance 
the sewer project. This problem will 
not magically disappear nor will we 
pull a million dollar.rabbit from a 
hat. What I’m doing is offering a 
practical financial solution to one of 
the problems facing this city. What I 
will propose at the next council 
meeting is to keep the utility tax for 
the next five years and to place.all 
monies received in a_ separate 
capital improvement and replace- 
ment fund. Monies from this fund 
could only be spent for sewer 
rehabilitation and repair. 

In all fairness, I do not believe that 
those advocating the utility tax 
repeal honestly realized the finan- 
cial dilemma facing our city, nor do 
I expect that they would welcome 
resulting future tax increases. The 
tax referendum was advisory, and 
that is how I readit. I will not bow to 
the idealogical whims or altruistic 
campaign promises of others. Nor. 
will I be intimidated by sophomoric 
editorialization of the issue. I never 
promised a bed of roses. I did pro- 
mise strong and respectable leader- 
ship which I have provided by taking 
an active role in city finances, in- 
dustrial search, contract negotiation 
and sewer repair problems, all real 
issues that face my constituents. 

Rather than isolating the referen- 
dum, I challenge you to present an 
informative and factual analysis of 
the financial future of this city. 
While you are at it, I invite you to 
spend some time with the different 
department heads and find out some 
of the other problems this city is fac- 
ed with, such as inadequate storm 
water drainage, deteriorated 
streets, doubling insurance costs, 
and let’s not forget the elimination of 
federal revenue sharing this October 
which alone will cost this city ap- 
proximately. $480,000. in revenue. I 
remain open for your Suggestion. 

I may not have all the answers; 
however, it is clear in order for.us to 
continue to prosper, grow and 
Operate this city like a business — it 
takes capital.

alternative in 


Madison County officials said a 
sentencing alternative program has 
resulted in $430,000 savings for 
various agencies which employ of- 
fenders in the program. 

The program, called Public Ser- 
vice Employment (PSE), has even 
resulted in permanent employment 
for some who would be otherwise 
unemployed. 

“We've gotten a lot of complimen- 
tary letters from people at the work 
sites,” said Thurl Jones, director of 
probation and court services. 

“We're not going to tell you it’s all 
roses. We have some problems with 
some of them,” Jones said this 
week. 

“Sometimes we have to revoke 
their probation and send them to jail 
to get their attention,” he said. 

However, the fact that some peo- 
ple can be motivated to find perma- 
nent jobs is particularly encourag- 
ing, he said. 

He said many workers in the pro- 
gram do an outstanding job and do 
not receive permanent jobs only 
because there is not sufficient 
money in the budget. 

People in the program are refer- 
red to one of 45 sites, such as recrea- 
tion departments, street depart- 
ments or the Madison County Nurs- 
ing Home. 

He said the’ program can be an 
alternative to traditional probation, 
in which there is less motivation. 

“It’s a kick in the rear for some of 
them,” said Jones. But not all par- 
ticipants are poor and unemployed.

““PSE serves as both a punishment 
to the offender and as a service to 
the community,”’ Jones said. 

The program was established in 
1982 by a resolution from the 
Madison County Board. 

Offenders are referred to the 
Madison County Probation Depart- 
ment by both city and county courts. 
Money owed for fines or violations is 
converted into hours to be worked, 
at $5 per hour. 

The offender is interviewed by the 
public service employment __coor- 
dinator, Brian Dortch, who makes 
an effort to match the offender to a 
job which can use whatever skills or 
talents he has. 

Dortch then refers the offender to 
a worksite and closely monitors his 
performance. i 

Worksites participating in the pro- 
gram must be public, non-profit, or 
tax-supported agencies. 

Those completing the public ser- 
vice do not displaee- those already 


employed, nor hinder the employ-- 


ment of additonal staff, Jones said. 
“PSE workers complete tasks that 
normally go undone,”’ he said.

A. Bone marrow, a jelly-like sub- 
sance inside the bone, produces 
blood cells that circulate in the 
arteries and veins. White cells fight 
infection; red cells carry oxygen; 
and platelets stop bleeding. 

Many illnesses — like cancer — af- 
fect the bone marrow, causing 
failure to produce blood cells arid 
creating the possibility of life- 
threatening infection and bleeding. 
Victims of toxic chemical or radia- 
tion exposure such-as that at Cher- 
nobyl (a nuclear. power plant in the 











For some types of cancer, such as 
leukemia, doctors perform a 
transplant to replace ancerous 
marrow with normal marrow. 








For victims of radiation-induced 
marrow failure (such as those at 
Chernobyl), a. hone. marrow 


transplant replaces the marrow the 
has been destroyed. The marrow 
administered as a transfusion 
usually re-grows within several 
weeks to replenish the blood.

I've read there’s a new 
surgery where a woman doesn’t 
have to lose her breast to cancer.

A. A mastectomy operation is still 
commonly used today in the treat- 
ment of breast cancer. For several 
years, emphasis has been placed on 
surgical techniqu that spare 
breast tissue. These techniques in- 
clude removing breast tissue sur- 
rounding the cancer and, frequently, 
removing the lymph nodes under the 
arm. Radiation therapy frequently 
follows these procedures. 

‘Treatment that preserves bre 
tissue has been as effective as a 
mastectomy for certain women 
Specifically, women who have small 
breast cancers that can be complete- 
ly removed without distorting the 
breast itself have been found to be 
most suitable for such treatment

But, ill children may be 
affected by a parent's display of 
emotional concern, The important 
thing-to. remember is that children 
interpret such displays with a child’s 
view of life and death. So, a seriously 
ill child might believe that he or she 
has done something that made the 
parent cry — or might fear that the 
parent will leave and not return. 

What can a parent. do in these 
situations? Explain to the child the 
meaning of what is occurring. You 
might simply say that you’re sad 
that your child is ill 

Remember that your child will see 
you as a model both on how you show 
emotional coi rn and on -how to 
handle the anxieties and fears of the 
unknown.

Is history repeating itself?

If it wasn’t a ghost, I was really 
seeing double. The Hogan twins, 
that is, Tim and Jamie. 

It was 44 years ago that I saw 
the original Hogan ‘perform so 
brilliantly on a football field. His 
name was John Hogan, the grand- 
father of the twins. Tim is now the 
accurate passer and kicker, and 
Jamie owns the stickiest pz 
pass-catching hands I've s 
many years. 

Before I get around to telling the 
story of John Hogan, let’s review 
what Tim and Jamie did against 
Cahokia.

My chief job. was to see 
that any southern Illinois players 
who were good enough were in- 
cluded on the paper’s annual all- 
state team. 

‘As the season got under way, the 
name of John Hogan kept,coming 
up for his passing, kicking, runn- 
ing and, most of all, his blocking.
